General Ellis, in an opinion made

From a es.relul study of all the 


statutes aud decisions upon the sub- 
ject of tax exemptions in the state 
the attorney general has submitted 
the following general rules for the 
guidance of the auditor of state: 


Property owned by a municipal- 


ity, whether within or without the 
municipality, or within or without 
the county in wbich the municipality 
is located, is exempt provided such 
property is actually employed for 
public service.
